Have Lost Lives 


Following Slight Drop, 


Flood Again Starts to 


Rise Wednesday Night 


Information gathered Wednesday andlnrned in at the nay- 


or's office up until a late hour last night showed that no less than 
fourteen people are reported to have been drowned — all in the 
Clowville vicinity Of tites Mrs. Mrs Fred Hawley, aged 40 and 
here babe are Americans and the remainder are members of the 
Clowvffie foreign colony. Definite information on the reported 
drcv/ing was difficult to secure from those rescued from that sec- 
tion but it is feared that the estimate of the number of victims 
has not been placed too high. A search of the Clowville homes 
can of course not be made until the waters recede. 


Mrs. Hawley and babe lost .their lives at their home in Glow- 


vill& Tuesday night. Mr Hawley was helping his family to a 
place of safety when his wife and child, she was carrying were 
swept ^^vay by the swift current. The foreigners are reported to 
have lost their lives when they were caught by the flood In their 
homes before rescuers could reach them and by boats upsetting. 


At midnight, Wednesday night, the flood was rising at the 


rate of about 3 in. per hoar and had reached a stage of within 6 
in. of the high, mark of Tuesday night. The rain, was falling in 
torrents all night with 30 sign of a letup. 


The flood, had reacned a standstill at 3 o'clock Wednesday 


morning and during the day had receded about 20 inches. Ho-w- 
ever, at 7 o'oclcek Wednesday night, the waters again began to 
risa, probably due to the Tuscarawas river which, was reported 
coming up rapidly to the east. 


It is feared the steady rain will start the Walhonding river 


on another rampage, which with the booming Tuscarawas will 
mean a much higher stage.

Alarming reports of rapidly rising waters up the Ttucara- 


was valley as well as no let up in the heavy rain, were neeired 
from Newcomerstown, Canal Dover and New Philadelphia by Til* 
Tribune at 10 o'clock Wednesday night. These reports promise 
a much higher stage of water in this city before morning. 


From N.-wcomerstown it was learned that the waters were 


already fully 2 ft. higher than the record mark of 1898 and raising 
steadily. Two-thirds of the town was under water and the flood 
had reached the business houses on Main street. 


Hundreds of people were bvtng rescued from their homw in 


beats, the volunteers working frantically. No lives had be<m re- 
ported lost. Several houses had been swept away. 


The waters did not become threatening until about 1 o'clock 


p.m. after which the rise was so rapid that the entire town be- 
come panic-stricken. At 9 o'clock, it was feared that the whole 
town would be under water before the crest of the flood is reached 


Similar reports were received from New Philadelphia and 


Canal Dover although the flood had not .become as serious a prop- 
osition at either of these points. Beth places reported the river 
still rising, however, and no signs of thc~«un ceasing.

-well enough to take extra pains 
to 


make a success in tlip work, go ahead; 
if you don't, don't waste your time, for 
you'll nit he a success.

are born of a proliflc mother. "This 
quality is a most heriditary one, and 
while it does not always mean that 
the feow will produce large litters, it 
is a factor to he given more than 
momentary 
consideration.

Many of our fruit iusects aiid dis* 


eases Ihe over winter in or on the 
orchard trees, llauy of them are vul- 
uerable and can be more easily corn- 
batted at this time than at any giber. 
For instance, the notorious San Jos* 
scale Is best controlled by strong dor- 
niant sprays; the green apple aphis 
and many other insects that pass the 
winter In the egg stage are more eas- 
ily destroyed when the trees are not 
in foliage. 
Peach curl leaf is con- 


trolled iu practice only by the lime 
sulphur solution, winter strength. The 
same spray aids in controlling apple 
scab and the various rots, as well a* 
many other troubles to which an or- 
chardist falls, heir when the trees are 
covered with mosses and lichens; 
these can be removed by winter and 
early spring sprayings. This spray, the 
first of the year, is a general clean-up 
operation. 


The lime-sulphur concentrate is di- 


luted with about S or 10 parts jjf water 
Tor winter or dormant spraying. 
It 


may be applied at any time during the 
dormant or resting season, but it has 
its best effects when used immediately 
before the buds begin tc swell in the 
spring. This is especially true in -t«> 
gard to apple scab and green aphis. 
When spraying peaches for the curl 
leaf the ground beneath 
the tree* 


should receive its share as well as the 
trees, as the disease is carried through 
the winter on the fallen leaves. 


To aid in obtaining tb**be»t-Teairttii 


from spraying, all cankers 'on 
the" 


limbs and branches should be cut out, 
leaving a emooth, clean, healthy bark. 
AH dry mummied fruits, also, should 
be handpicked and destroyed. 
The 


spores on many of the rout remain 
over the dormant season in these can- 
kers and fruits which hang on the 
trees. Their careful removal will pre- 
vent an infection in the spring from 
thpse sources, and save much ICE* dur- 
ing the summer. 


AH trees should be sprayed thor- 


oughly and before the buds swell. The 
strength of lime sulphur advised it 
too great if applied after the leave* 
begifr to show. A weaker solution, 
which would have to be applied with 
the trees in foliage wonld not tak« 
the place of the dormant spray. It 
would not be as effective.

ORIGIN OF OATS. 


Wats is one of the most important 


grain crops in the north temperatfl 
zone. 
In the United States it is e* 


ceeded only by com and wheat. In 
nearly all European countries a large 
area is devoted to the growing of this 
crop. In spite of Us importance many 
farmers in this country are careless la 
handling the oats crop. 


The original wild form of the cult* 


rated oats Is not definitely known, aV 
though it is believed to have existed 
!n Western Asia and Eastern Europe. 
The records do not show that this crop 
was known to tne early Egyptians, 
Gl-eeks or Romans as was wheat and 
fcarJey. It is probable that oats was 
first cultivated in Northern and Cen- 
tra! Europe and in what is now knon-n 
as Austria-Hungary and Russia. Like 
several of oar other cultivated plants, 
the grain w*s carried westward from 
Western Asia and Eastern Europe, by- 
migration of inhabitants early in the 
Christian era. 


It 's probable tb&t oats was flrsi 


used in feeding atnmals and that it 
wi>s used as hiinsaa food when other 
grains and food was scarce. Its gen- 
era} use as a food for man is evidently 
of recent ongsn and is due to the de- 
velopment of milling machinery. 


Our cultivated varieties of oats ar« 


generally bellied to bave been devei- 
oiwd from Avena sativa, tne pared 
specie. Like most of our other grains 
it is classed bj botanists as belonging 
to the grass fasnsiy, or Grammineae.
